time, conpensatory tinme, personal days, sick time or earned
overtinme accunul ation. The agency shall conpensate an
enpl oyee granted | eave under this Section at his regular rate
of pay for those regular work hours during which the enpl oyee

is absent from his work. For purposes of assessing State

di saster response needs, requests nmade pursuant to this Act

f or services out-of-state shall be coordinated by the

Anerican Red Cross and the Illinois Enmergency Mnagement

Agency through the [1llinois State Enmergency Operations

Center. The Illinois Energency Managenent Agency may consul t

with the Departnent of Central Managenment Services on |eave
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issues that could inpact the operations of State agencies

under the Governor's jurisdiction. Leave under this Act shal

not be unreasonably denied for services related to a di saster

within the United States or its territories be--granted--onty

for-services-related-to-a-disaster-oceurring-wthin-the-State
of -+ttt nots.
